The Elections in Agawam Tuesday gave the 11- 
member Town Council two new members, with incum¬ 
bents Anthony Bonavita leading the votes with 4,956, 
Richard Morassi with 4,826 votes, and Gina-Marie 
Letellier with 4,685 votes. 

The remaining incumbents are Joseph Mineo with 
4,452 votes; 4,444 votes, George Bitzas; 4,272 votes, 
Robert Young; 4,162 votes, John Negrucci; 4,136 
votes, Dennis Perry; 3,964 votes, Jill Simpson; 3,430 
votes, newcomer Lowell McLane; and 4,145 votes, 
newcomer Ruth Carr Bitzas.

Mayor Richard A. Cohen was re-elected Tuesday that is in the best interest for everyone/' Cohen said at 


November 6, 2001, for his second term with 4,712 
votes, over Town Councilor Robert E. Rossi, who 
received 2,712 votes. 

Election day started with intense campaigns by 
both candidates and the day ended with Cohen win¬ 
ning 63 percent of the votes over Rossi, a retired 
police lieutenant in the Agawam Police Department. 

According to Town Clerk Richard Theroux, a total of 
7,608 registered voters were out at the poles out of 
17,572 registered voters. That is only 43 percent of 
voters in the town. 

The turnout two years ago was 48 percent of regis¬ 
tered voters when Cohen won the election with a total 
of 4,340 votes, Theroux said. 

“My first priority as mayor is to the citizens of 
Agawam. I want to continue to operate in a fashion 


his victory party at Quail Run Estates on Suffield 
Street. 

Cohen said he wants to keep schools and public 
safety on the forefront. “The safety of the citizens is a 
top priority! Iwould also like to be financially responsi¬ 
ble to the citizens of Agawam and move forward with 
my fiscal responsibilities.” When asked about EMS 
account funds, a sticking point during the campaign, 
Cohen said, “There has been a misconception." He 
explained that the funds are referred to as new 
growth” and the Town Council and department of rev¬ 
enue has to approve funding. 

“New growth is anything that is new; for example a 
new pool for recreation, new businesses and all other 
new projects,” Cohen said. New growth is necessary

to sustain our budget and this in turn will offset tax 
burdens to the taxpayer. 

“I would also like to use a portion of new growth for 
public safety instead of raising taxes," Cohen said. “I 
would not risk public safety at any cost!” 

Cohen expressed some concern about the sewers 
in Feeding Hills and the economic development of 
vacant storefronts. 

Some of the storefronts have been empty since the 
1980’s and some were filled when times were good, 
however, some stores were never filled and were left 
vacant, Cohen said. 

“We can attract new businesses in the vacant 
storefronts by marketing Agawam with a low commer¬ 
cial tax rate. We have met with property owners and 
provided focus groups and the results have been a 
huge success.” 

Cohen said some property owners donated land 
with the assistance of the Agawam Chamber of 
Commerce and the Springfield Enterprise Center. 

"As a result there will be a small business center 
opening soon in Feeding Hills in conjunction with the 
Springfield Enterprise Center of Springfield 
Community College (STCC) and the center will pro¬ 
vide training and free advice for small businesses," 
Cohen noted.

"We have all been working very hard to resolve 
these issues and will continue to do so in the future," 
Cohen said. “We will also continue to work on the 
DPW site and the senior center expansion.” 
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When asked about the Tuckahoe Turf property, 
Cohen again said it is in litigation and he cannot pre¬ 
dict the future. 

“I am taking the council’s suggestions very serious¬ 
ly and they have the right to appeal the process 
regarding the Tuckahoe property,” Cohen said. 

In closing, Cohen said he wanted to thank every¬ 
one who supported him and a special thank you went 
out to the residents and owners of Quail Run. 

“This is a very special place to me,” Cohen said. 
“This is truly unbelievable and I will continue to serve 
the residents of Agawam!” 

Rossi also took the time to answer some questions 
regarding the elections at his gathering at Olive Oil’s 
Restaurant in Feeding Hills. 

When asked what he could have done differently to 
change the outcome of the race, Rossi said, “There 
was nothing more I could have done. Clearly Mayor 
Cohen was the choice of the voters and I don’t know 
what else I can say beyond that. I had a message to 
deliver to the residents of Agawam and I thought I 
delivered it clearly,” Rossi added. Rossi went on to 
say that he was happy and thankful for thos who sup¬ 
ported him. 

“I thank all the people who supported me with their 
confidence and trust and that makes me feel good,” 
Rossi said. “I would have looked forward to the chal¬ 
lenge as mayor and I would have been happy to 
serve. 

"I have a true belief that one always gets what they 
ask for and I have absolutely no regrets or remorse," 
Rossi stated. 

As for the future, said he wants to do what he does 
best, by spending time with his family and friends.

Agawam teachers looking for 
respect from elected officials 

To the Editor: 

A full page ad in last week’s Advertiser encourages 
the people in Agawam to call a teacher. Please do. 
Please call a teacher and hear what that person has 
to say. I am a teacher, and if you called me, this is 
what I would say. 

I would tell you that the reasons the Agawam 
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teachers have not signed a contract yet have more to 
do with a lack of respect from the school committee 
than it does with money. I would tell you that the ad 
that was in the newspaper was misrepresentative of 
what the school committee is offering and what the 
union is asking. I would also tell you that the teachers 
do not deserve the lack of professionalism accorded 
to them by the school committee. 

I would tell you that not one teacher in this town is 
taking any pleasure from the work-to-contract actions 
that are being employed. These actions are a last 
resort to us. Teachers are not allowed to go on strike, 
so they must do something to make their views 
known. The school committee refuses to listen to the 
negotiating team and refuses to understand why the 
union is making the proposals that have been put 
forth. They have also failed to honestly look for solu¬ 
tions to the union’s proposals. They simply want to 
take the easy way out and just say no. 

The work-to-contract actions are as much of an 
inconvenience to the teachers as they are to the stu¬ 
dents. We are in this business FOR THE STUDENTS. 
We do not want them to suffer because a few adults 
have failed to show the teachers the respect they 
deserve and have earned. But if those adults would 
take the time to follow a teacher around for a day, they 
might realize exactly what the teachers actually do to 
earn the increase for which they are asking.

“I will first bring a new zoning proposal to the coun¬ 
cil as soon as possible,” Ms. Letellier, who has served 
four years as a council member, said. 

“I would also like to find a way to provide an effec¬ 
tive budget for early retirement of teachers," Ms. 
Letellier said. “It’s also important to try to re-establish 
a better exchange of information between the mayor 
and the town council. 

“I like serving the Town of Agawam. I grew up here 
and I will to continue to work in the town and someday 
raise my family here," Ms. Letellier said. “I would like 
to thank everyone who volunteered and I look forward 
to serving two more years on the council.” 

Mineo, elected to a second term, said he would like 
to continue to work hard on the sewer systems in 
Agawam, along with the DPW and Senior Center proj¬ 
ects. 

“I am one of the only councilors who has been 
working with the administration regarding the sewer 
system,” Mineo said. “Mayor Cohen has had open 
ears.” 

Mineo said he decided to run for Town Council 
because he enjoys assisting in accomplishing such 
projects as the Expansion of the public library as well 
as the high school library. 

Mineo, who is also the chairman of the Street 
Commission, said he addressed the council for roads 


and walkways in town and received what he asked for. 

Negrucci, who has been on the council for eight 
years in total, told us, “My first priority is to see unity 
with the Mayor and more communication. We need 
more meetings and more communication between the 
Mayor and the Town Council,” Negrucci said. “I enjoy 
serving on the council and I think the council is mov¬ 
ing in a positive direction." 

Mrs. Bitzas (she is the sister-in-law of incumbent 
George Bitzas) said, “I will do whatever I can to help 
the Town of Agawam.” This includes assisting with 
projects such as the Senior Center expansion, as well 
as improving technology in our schools, Mrs. Bitzas 
said. “I have served Agawam for the last 18 years as 
Director of Veterans Services and I like being a part of 
this business,” Mrs. Bitzas said. "It is an honor to 
serve the public." 

Perry, who is now serving his fourth term, said, “I 
don’t know what the financial future holds. However, 
the main objective would be to control traffic in the 
town and attract new businesses. We can do this by 
improving our structural sites," Councilor Perry said. 

“For example the Springfield Street Plaza is con¬ 
gested and we should improve the infrastructure of 
the entire community,” Councilor Perry said. Perry 
went on to say that he thinks the DPW garage project 
should also be completed, along with the senior cen¬ 
ter. 

Mrs. Simpson, who is also serving her fourth term 


as a Town Council member, said, "I would like to con¬ 
tinue to have open dialogue and resolve issues such 
as the DPW and senior center." 

Mrs. Simpson said she wants to pursue more 
recreation facilities in the town and possibly build a 
youth center. “I do have concerns with the budget and 
with times anticipated to get even more difficult, I 
would like to see appropriate funds in the school sys¬ 
tem. I would also like to be able to continue to serve 
the people in Agawam on an individual basis,” Mrs. 
Simpson said. “I like the part of my job when I can 
help people.” 

“My primary responsibility is to help build a better 
relationship between all departments in the Town of 
Agawam,” McLane said. “I would like to see the town 
be more proactive.” McLane also mentioned he would 
like to address current issues that are pending such 
as the DPW site, contract negotiations, the Tuckahoe 
property and the Senior Center expansion. 

“I would like to help resolve these issues and move 
forward in the town," McLane said. 

McLane said he was motivated to run for Town 
Council, not only for the issues he spoke of, but for 
positive changes the town needs. 

“I have been active in the community. I am a peo¬ 
ple person and I will bring my administration skills with 
me and offer my services to the Town of Agawam,” 
McLane said.

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Feeding Hills man 
offers another 
viewpoint on anthrax

As a youth, Paul L. Pothier lived with his parents 
and six brothers and sisters in Feeding Hills. Prior to 
being demolished, their home was located past the 
Western Mass. Police Academy, across from what is 
now Oak Ridge Golf Club. 

Not long after the recent cases of anthrax began 
showing up in America, Pothier, now a Holyoke resi¬ 
dent, wanted to help keep the reactions of the public 
in perspective about the disease. The reason for his 
interest is because he had anthrax, not once, but four 
times. 

Although the version Pothier contracted, which was 
cutaneous and therefore, less deadly than the inhaled 
anthrax, his story emphasizes that anthrax is a work¬ 
place hazard. Pothier contracted cutaneous anthrax 
in 1951. 

He told us, “I entered the University of 
Massachusetts in animal husbandry in the 
Stockbridge School of Agriculture, a two-year pro¬ 
gram. After one year, I switched to the four-year ani¬ 
mal husbandry course at the University of 
Massachusetts at Amherst, but not before experienc¬ 
ing a black ring around my ankle with a strange blis¬ 
ter in the middle in 1952.” 

Pothier, 68, recalled that his instructors did not 
believe that he had anthrax, even though he was 
diagnosed and treated by a doctor in the UMass infir¬ 
mary who recognized the disease and gave Pothier 
massive doses of antibiotics. 

Pother recently received word that this physician 
has since passed away. He also remembers that 
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PAUL POTHIER 


whenever he would butcher sheep, he would get 
anthrax. 

The Signet/Mosby Medical Encyclopedia, c. 1987, 
Penguin, New York, defines anthrax as follows: ‘ a dis¬ 
ease that affects mostly farm animals (cattle, goats, 
pigs, sheep, and horses). Humans most often get it 
through a break in the skin when in direct contact with 
infected animals and their hides. The type that infects 
the skin begins with a reddish-brown sore that breaks 
open and then forms a dark scab. 

“Symptoms that follow include internal bleeding, 
muscle pain, headache, fever, nausea, and vomiting. 
Anthrax of the lungs (woolsorter’s disease) occurs 
from breathing the germs. It is so named because it is 
a work hazard to those who handle sheep’s wool. 
Early symptoms look like influenza. However, the 
patient soon develops high fever, breathing distress, 
and a blood disease with bluish skin (cyanosis). If the 
disease is not treated at this point, it often leads to

Remembering 
our veterans

We are fast approaching the time of year where we 
give thanks for what we have. It is a time of giving and 
sharing. This year, as we did last year, I would like to 
give and share with the Soldiers’ Home in Holyoke. 

How many times have you driven by the Soldiers’ 
Home and admired that majestic building on the hill?

death...a vaccine is available for people for whom 
anthrax is a work hazard." 

Because both cutaneous and inhaled anthrax are 
occupational hazards, there would be a Material 
Safety Data Sheet on anthrax under the Right-to- 
Know Laws and under the scope of the Occupational 
Safety and Health Act. 

Surprisingly, when a call was placed to the National 
Institute of Occupational Safety and Health, an infor¬ 
mational resource which provides data on any one of 
almost 30,000 hazardous materials, the person who 
answered told us that they have been mandated to 
refer all calls about anthrax to a special phone num¬ 
ber under the U.S. Health and Human Services 
Department. 

We asked what people who work with wool or who 
butcher sheep are supposed to do if they want infor¬ 
mation. The representative said, "We don’t like it any 
more than you do, but this is what we have been told 

to do." 

Pothier’s reason for speaking up is to remind peo¬ 
ple that, although the disease has not received wide¬ 
spread attention until recently, it has been around for 
a long time and in many cases, can be treated or even 
prevented. 

“I believe the doctor gave me massive doses of an 
antibiotic. He used great syringes; I think it was eryth¬ 
romycin.” 

We asked him why some public health official was 
not called in. "There were only about 12 kids in the 
program. Because none of them contracted the dis¬ 
ease, the instructors refused to believe I had anthrax." 

Most television news stories have mentioned, how¬ 
ever, that anthrax seriously affects those who are sus¬ 
ceptible, and an opportunity was lost when Pothier’s 
diagnosis was ignored by his instructors. 

After he graduated, he went to Conesus, New York 
to farm, raising pigs and beef cattle. He joined a

Catholic missionary order called The Society of the 
Divine Word, who were the owners of the farm. He 
was a brother there for five years. 

After he left the order, Pothier taught vocational 
agriculture and notes that, "We used to have such a 
course in Agawam." 

He taught this from 1965 through 1967 at 
Wachusett High School and at North Brookfield High 
School. 


“Vocational agriculture was like a general shop 
course, except that students learned to repair tractors, 
trucks and cars, welding, and some animal hus¬ 
bandry, where the kids learned about judging cows 
and chickens. 

“I’d take them out to farms, or we would go to a 
local hatchery. I’d show the students how to know by 
picking up a hen if she was laying eggs. They would 
also learn how to tell if a cow would have a long life in 
a milking herd or how, by the way her udder was 
attached, whether she would have a good chance of 
survival when milking," Pothier said. 

Pothier also taught woodworking in Holyoke and at 
the Veterans’ Affairs Medical Center in Northampton. 
He retired about five years ago. 

Pothier pointed out that sheep are the most com¬ 
mon carrier of anthrax and he noted that he never 
worked with sheep again after his four experiences 
with the cutaneous version of the disease. 

“Most researchers could buy spores for research 
by mail order and grow them in a petri dish. Since the 
outbreak of these most recent cases, no one can buy 
it now.” 

He said that the animal husbandry course was 
completely dropped at UMass. “Now people have to 
go to other states,” he said.

Overcoming the tragic 
events of September 11th 

The nation suffered one of its greatest tragedies on 
September 11th. For the thousands of victims and 
their families in West Springfield, Longmeadow, 
across America, and around the world, it was a deeply 
personal loss - that of a parent, a child, a spouse, a 
friend. 

Our thoughts and prayers continue to go out to 
them. We will do whatever we can, both as a govern¬ 
ment and as individuals, to help them financially and 
emotionally over the coming months and years. 

For the rest of us, September 11th has ushered in 
a new age of uncertainty. We have been attacked on 
our home soil for the first time in almost 60 years by a 
different kind of enemy - one who does not stand up 
and fight, but lashes out at innocent civilians and then 
hides. These evil people want to sow terror and con¬ 
fusion - to make us afraid. 

But what we must make our enemy understand is 
that, whether it is Osama Bin Laden or any other ter¬ 
rorist around the globe, we will not be incapacitated by 
fear. As Eleanor Roosevelt said, “You gain strength, 
courage, and confidence by every experience in 
which you really stop to look fear in the face. You are 
able to say to yourself, ‘I lived through this horror. I 
can take the next thing that comes along.’ You must 
do the thing you think you cannot do.” 

We will face our fear and we will beat our shadowy 
enemies because we must. But we need leaders in 
this effort. We need men and women who have faced 
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their fear, have lived through hails of bullets, and have 
put their lives on the line for our country. In this new 
time when so many Americans feel that they have 
been thrust onto the battlefront, we must have the 
voice of those who have already experienced the dan¬ 
gers of battle. We need our veterans now more than 
ever before in our lives. 

This is a different Veterans’ Day message for a dif¬ 
ferent time. This day is usually a time to laud our vet¬ 
erans for their selfless service to our country. If not for 
the events of September 11th, much of this Veterans’ 
Day would likely be spent commemorating the 50th 
anniversary of the Korean War and remembering the 
5.7 million Americans who served in this conflict and 
the more than 36,000 soldiers who made the ultimate 
sacrifice. We have not forgotten the heroic efforts of 
these and other veterans. 

At a recent meeting that Senate President 
Birmingham and I held with veterans’ organizations 
across Western Massachusetts, we discussed a num¬ 
ber of veterans’ issues including broadening the defi¬ 
nition of veterans to make more individuals eligible for 
veterans’ benefits. I am committed to that effort. 

While we honor you for what you have done in the 
past, we must ask you to serve again. Reach out to 
your neighbors, your family, and your friends. Talk 
about the long wait before combat and the horrible 
uncertainty of never knowing when you might be a tar¬ 
get. Share the strategies that helped you master your 
own fears. Each of you is living proof that we have 
fought and won battles before, against the Nazis, 
totalitarian dictators, and communism, and now we 
will fight and win this war against terrorists. 

I know that it is very difficult to discuss the horrors 
of wartime. I ask you to share as much as you feel 
comfortable. No one is equating the sacrifices you 
made to America’s current efforts to battle terrorism. 
But we still need your hard earned experience and the 
message of calm and courage that only you can deliv¬ 
er. With your help, we can live up to the high ideals of 
Eleanor Roosevelt, meet our fears, and overcome this 
terrible foe.

Voters re-elected all the current six incumbents of 
the School Committee Tuesday, defeating four chal¬ 
lengers. Rosemary Sandlin received the most votes 
with 4,583, followed by Roberta Doering with 3,882 
votes and Teresa Kozloski with 3,860 votes. 

The remaining three School Committee incum¬ 
bents are Susan Pettazzonni, 3,560 votes; Linda 
Galarneau, 3,391 votes; and Susan Dawson, 3,123 
votes. The four new challengers finished as follows - 
Margaret Servis lost by 95 votes for the sixth spot with 
3,028 votes; next was Deborah Struck with 2,964;p 
Susan Longtin was ninth at 2,914; and 10th place was 
Diane Juzba with 2,813. 

Ms. Sandlin said one of her first priorities is to con¬ 
tinue the anti-bully program in the Agawam School 
System. 

Ms. Sandlin is also concerned about the budget 
and would like to see a full day kindergarten program 
in progress. 

“We need to keep the school system going in a 
positive direction and avoid cutbacks in education. It 
will be a challenge to keep programs in the schools. I 
have a real passion for education and one thing I can 
offer, is to put children first. Children should not be 
affected by labor problems.” Ms. Sandlin also talked 
about how the School Committee is still in the middle 
of contract negotiations. I’d like to see a fiscally 
responsible contract signed soon, with the least 
amount of effect on the children,” Ms. Sandlin added.

For the past 11 years, Mrs. Kozloski has served as 
a member of the School Committee and said she 
wants to maintain high academic standards for the 
students in Agawam. 

“I want to make sure the school budget is financial¬ 
ly sound without losing programs or personnel we 
have," Mrs. Kozloski said. “We are looking for money 
to implement a full day kindergarten and we need the 
space and the money to improve our community.” 

Mrs. Kozloski also wants to improve the communi¬ 
cation between the School Committee and the admin¬ 
istration as well as improving MCAS scores. 

“I feel I have done a lot of work trying to improve the 
Agawam Schools and I want to continue to contribute 
to the school system, but I can’t do it alone,” Mrs. 
Kozloski stated. 

Mrs. Pettazzoni has been on the committee for 10 
years and wants to make sure children have an edu¬ 
cational career to fulfill their potentials. 

“I want to make sure that state dollars are filtered 
into the Town of Agawam for education purposes," 
Mrs. Pettazzoni said. "I want to specifically help to 
create educational careers for individual students 
because some children get lost along the way.” 

Mrs. Galarneau told us, “I want to make sure tutor¬ 
ing for MCAS tests are in the schools.” 

Mrs. Galarneau mentioned keeping lines of com¬ 
munication open with the central offices, citing this to 
be important when new Superintendent of Agawam 


Schools Mary Czajkowski takes over in September 
2002 . 

“I feel that communication is important to the entire 
school system,” Mrs. Galarneau said. 

She also said she is concerned with the capacity 
for children who attend kindergarten. 

“We will be looking at the capacity in the schools 
after elections and looking at the cost for additional 
space for kindergarten,” Mrs. Galarneau said. “ i his 
will be a challenge with the anticipation of the expect¬ 
ed lower budget.” 

“I love what I do and I care about the school system 
and I am happy to continue to serve the school sys¬ 
tem,” Mrs. Galarneau added. 

Mrs. Susan Dawson, elected to her second term, 
said she would also like to see a full day kindergarten 
program implemented in the town. 

Mrs. Dawson, who is also on the board of directors 
for transportation of the Lower Pioneer Valley, said, “I 
want to help make cost effective decisions for special 
needs children and address children’s needs early. 

“In the last two years, I have had much energy and 
I think it’s exciting to implement new ideas and I want 
to continue to work on projects I started,” Mrs. 
Dawson said. “I want to complete projects I started by 
working with the school committee and make sure 
children are placed in the school system where they 
should be.” 

Mrs. Doering was unavailable for comment.

Hangnails & brittle nails 

Question: I have terrible hangnails and my nails 
are so brittle. What can I do to make them look bet¬ 
ter? 

Answer: Brittle nails can be caused by sun expo¬ 
sure, a poor diet, the extended use of acetone, or nail 
hardeners containing formaldehyde. These all can 
have a drying effect on the nails. Keeping your body 
hydrated and well nourished is also important for 
healthy nails. 

Hangnails are usually caused by general nail neg¬ 
lect such as picking and biting, exposure to deter¬ 
gents and chemicals, and not using cuticle cream or 
oil to keep the surrounding skin from drying and 
cracking. Try soaking your fingers in warm water and 
olive oil for three minutes. Use a Q-tip to gently push 
back the cuticle, then pat dry. Use a sharp cuticle nip¬ 
per to trim the hangnail to prevent further damage. 
Apply an antibiotic ointment if the areas look red or 
infected. To prevent more from appearing, massage 
in cuticle oil, lotion, or cream a few times a day. 

Other nail problems include ridges on the nail. This 
is usually inherited, but could be a sign of anemia, so 
consult a doctor if it is questionable. Ridges could 
also be caused from using too much pressure when 
pushing back the cuticle or while grooming the nail 
bed, so make an effort to be gentle so that the nail will 
continue to grow back normally. 

White spots are also caused by too much presure 
while grooming or from a blow to the nail. Let the spot 
grow out and take extra care not to push the cuticle 
too far back where the new growth is generated. 
Yellow nails could be caused from not using a base 
coat under neath your polish. It also could be a seri¬ 
ous nail fungus. 

Seek the advice of a medical person if this is the 
case. Lemon juice has been used to lighten the yel¬ 
lowed nail, but could be drying. If you use this meth¬ 
ods, don’t forget to oil the nail. Nail biting is only eliv- 
iated by keeping your fingers and teeth apart! Try a 
weekly manicure to keep your nails looking neat. You 
will be surprised at how you may think twice before 
putting your fingers in your mouth. 

This may also be a time to try acrylic nails. With all 
the holidays and parties ahead, you will look and feel 
great if your hands and nails look pretty! Call for an 
appointment today!

An encounter with Jesus... 

Jesus entered Jericho and was passing 
through. A man was there by the name of 
Zacchaeus; he was a chief tax collector and was 
very wealthy. He wanted to see who Jesus was, 
but being a short man he could not because of the 
crowd. So he ran ahead and climbed a sycamore 
fig tree to see Him, since Jesus was coming that 
way. When Jesus reached the spot, He looked up 
and said to him, "Zacchaeus, come down immedi¬ 
ately. I must stay at your house today.” So he 
came down at once and welcomed Him gladly. All 
the people saw this and began to mutter. "He has 
gone to be the guest of a sinner." But Zacchaeus 
stood up and said to the Lord, "Look, Lord! Here 
and now I give half of my possessions to the poor, 
and if I have cheated anybody out of anything, I 
will pay back four times the amount.” Jesus said 
to him, "Today salvation has come to this house, 
because this man, too, is a son of Abraham. For 
the Son of Man came to seek and to save what 
was lost.” (Luke 19:1-10.) 

At first glance, we might think this is a rather funny 
story. Here we have a short person who wants to see 
Jesus as He was passing by. So, he climbed a tree to 
get a better view. Somehow, the idea of a fully grown 
man climbing into a tree to get a better look at a 
celebrity seems funny. 

Beyond the humor, however, we see a man who 
really wanted to see Jesus. Zacchaeus was willing to 
go to extraordinary lengths to get a look at Jesus. 
Who knows what Zacchaeus thought he was going to 
accomplish by being able to see Jesus. We can sur¬ 
mise that Zacchaeus thought that some sort of con¬ 
tact, even if it was just eye contact, would somehow 
benefit him. 

Whatever Zacchaeus thought he came for, he left 
with a lot more. Jesus said to him, "Zacchaeus, 
come down immediately. I must stay at your 
house today. ” So he came down at once. 

There is more to this simple story for us to consid¬ 
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er. One thing is that Zacchaeus was a wealthy man. 
Even though he owned all (or almost all) the world 
had to offer, Zacchaeus knew in his heart that he still 
lacked something. What Zacchaeus lacked was 
peace with God. The Bible says a man can do noth¬ 
ing better than to eat and drink and find satisfac¬ 
tion in his work. This too is from the hand of God, 
for without Him, who can eat or find enjoyment? 
To the person who pleases Him, God gives wis¬ 
dom, knowledge, and happiness. Zacchaeus 
learned through his own experience that this is true. 
No doubt Zacchaeus would go on to learn that it is 
also true that godliness with contentment is great 
gain. For we brought nothing into the world, and 
we can take nothing out of it. But if we have food 
and clothing, we will be content with that. People 
who want to get rich fall into temptation and a trap 
and into many foolish and harmful desires that 
plunge people into ruin and destruction. For the 
love of money is a root of all kinds of evil. Some 
people, eager for money, have wandered from the 
faith and pierced themselves with many griefs. 

Something else we see is that Zacchaeus was a 
man who was hated. He was hated by religious peo¬ 
ple. Now, maybe they had a good reason to hate 
Zacchaeus, but that’s not the point. When the reli¬ 
gious people hated Zacchaeus, he probably thought 
God must hate him as well. But nothing could be fur¬ 
ther from the truth. Jesus told one religious leader, 
"For God so loved the world that He gave His one 
and only Son, so that whoever believes in Him 
shall not perish but have eternal life. For God did 
not send His Son into the world to condemn the 
world." To Zacchaeus, Jesus said, "I must stay at 
your house today.” About Zacchaeus, Jesus said, 
"Today, salvation has come to this house; for the 
Son of Man came to seek and save what was lost.” 

Zacchaeus was willing to go to great lengths to see 
Jesus for himself. Zacchaeus was not willing or con¬ 
tent to let somebody else’s version of Jesus be 
enough for him. In his heart, Zacchaeus knew he had 
to have his own personal encounter with Jesus. The 
same is true for us. 

Although the historical record of Jesus’ life and 
ministry is the same for everybody, and never 
changes, each of us needs to come to know Him per¬ 
sonally. Somehow, each of us must in our own way 
climb the proverbial tree and have our own encounter 
with Jesus. Millions of people already have. Millions 
more still can. He is still passing through, with His 
eyes looking up, for another Zacchaeus.

Rear-end collision 

The plaintiff, a healthy 16-year-old high school sen¬ 
ior, was injured in a rear-end automobile accident. 
She was treated the day of the accident by her pri¬ 
mary care physician, who diagnosed her as having a 
sustained cervical strain. 

Several days later, a neurologist made a diagnosis 
of Myofascial Pain Syndrome, which reportedly was 
confirmed by all subsequent treating physicians, 
including the pain clinic at the hospital. 

The plaintiff was treated conservatively with multi¬ 
ple courses of physical therapy, myotherapy, and 
finally, acupuncture over the next three years, each 
having little impact on her continued pain. 

At the time of the accident, the plaintiff was an hon¬ 
ors high school student working 25 to 30 hours a 
week. She lost only one week of work. At arbitration, 
the plaintiff demonstrated the "appliances” she uti¬ 
lized to help relieve her pain, including a “back knob- 
ber,” stretching bands, and a tens unit. 

She testified as to the effect on her studies, includ¬

tiff’s vehicle, could not have caused the injuries; that 
as her MRI was negative, she was not really injured 
beyond a simple neck strain; and that as she missed 
no work, her injuries, if they existed at all, had no real 
impact on her life.

6. Plan ahead. Buy what you need at your con¬ 
venience and at a lower price than you would have to 
pay in an emergency. 

7. Research your purchases so you buy the 
items most appropriate for your purposes. 

Example: Buy one pot that can serve multiple uses 
rather than'multiple single-task pots. For long-term 
use, look for durability and quality. Cheap products 
end up costing more because they wear out rapidly. 

8. Hunt for bargains. Before buying, comparison 
shop. When you are in the store, ask if there is a dis¬ 
count for seniors or for paying cash. Don’t be afraid to

As you grip your doorknob, if it then shifts from its 
original position, you may have a screw loose. If you 
can see where the trim ring and the paint around the 
door are no longer in alignment, and wiggling the 
doorknob doesn’t fix the problem, maintenance is 
required. The good news is that this maintenance is 
incredibly easy. 

To solve the problem, simply tighten the screws 
that hold the doorknob in place. Usually the location of 
the screws is obvious along the interior trim ring. With 
some hardware, the interior knob and trim ring must 
be removed to access the hidden (and now loose) 
screws. You must first remove the knob to do this, and

then remove the trim ring. 

A small pushbotton release can be found in the 
shaft of the doorknob. Depress it with the blade of a 
small screwdriver and pull the knob away from the 
door. The pushbutton is usually located on the under 
side of the knob shaft. 

Once the doorknob is removed, the trim ring can be 
popped off by applying a little pressure to a small 
spring lever located at the inside edge of the trim ring, 
or you can pry it off with a screwdriver. You’ll find two 
screws just beneath the trim ring. Tighten them in 
place, and then replace the trim ring and the door¬ 
knob. 

The first time you do this, the process may be a lit¬ 
tle confusing. But after one time, you’ll have no prob¬ 
lem fixing all the doorknobs in the house. No more 
loose screws for you!

According to the Center for Disease Control (CDC), 
many facilities in communities around the country 
have received anthrax threat letters. Most were empty 
envelopes; some have contained powdery sub¬ 
stances. 

The Agawam Fire Department wants to notify the 
public that the purpose of the following CDC guide¬ 
lines is to recommend procedures for handling such 
incidents. 

DO NOT PANIC 

1. Anthrax organisms can cause infection in the 
skin, gastrointestinal system, or the lungs. To do so, 
the organism must be rubbed into abraded skin, swal¬ 
lowed, or inhaled as a fine, aerosolized mist. Disease 
can be prevented after exposure to the anthrax 
spores by early treatment with the appropriate antibi¬ 
otics. Anthrax is not spread from one person to anoth¬ 
er person. 

2. For anthrax to be effective as a covert agent, it 
must be aerosolized into very small particles. This is 
difficult to do, and requires a great deal of technical 
skill and special equipment. If these small particles 
are inhaled, life-threatening lung infection can occur, 
but prompt recognition and treatment are effective. 

SUSPICIOUS UNOPENED LETTER OR PACK¬ 
AGE MARKED WITH THREATENING MESSAGE 


SUCH AS “ANTHRAX” 

1. Do not shake or empty the contents of any sus¬ 
picious envelope or package. 

2. PLACE the envelope or package in a plastic bag 
or some other type of container to prevent leakage of 
contents. 

3. If you do not have any container, then COVER 
the envelope or package with anything (e.g., clothing, 
paper, trash can, etc.) and do not remove this cover. 

4. Then LEAVE the room and CLOSE the door, or 
section off the area to prevent others from entering 
(i.e., keep others away). 

5. WASH your hands with soap and water to pre¬ 
vent spreading any powder to your face. 

6. What to do next... 

* If you are at HOME, then report the incident to 
local police. 

* If you are at WORK, then report the incident to 
local police, and notify your building security official or 
an available supervisor. 

7. LIST all people who were in the room or area 
when this suspicious letter or package was recog¬ 
nized. Give this list to both the local public health 
authorities and law enforcement officials for follow-up 
investigations and advice.

Fall clean-up and back pain 

Most of us have tackled the annual fall clean-up 
around our homes and yards evidenced by the many 
leaf bags at curbside awaiting pick-up. Much rain and 
warm weather this past growing season allowed 
Mother Nature to bless us with an abundant yield. 

Those who raked and raked and raked and bent 
repeatedly, stuffing more than the normal number of 
bags, may have been left with more than the satisfac¬ 
tion of a job well done. Back pain and associated leg 
pain that remains for more than a few days can mean 
troubles in the spine. 

The amount of physcial stress to the lumbar spine 
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Or might the “goodness” from last night and this morn¬ 
ing carry over into the restaurant? 

As the experience unfolded, the latter experience 
began to materialize. It didn’t get real loud. The old 
(usually hurtful) family stories remained silent. 
Perhaps this was all to do with the fact that this was a 
brunch and the alcohol wasn’t flowing? Maybe, or 
maybe not! Maybe the closeness and intimacy that 
was flowing for this occassion could continue to be 
sustained among the 30 or so friends and family that 
had now gathered to share a common meal. 

Mellon’s two sisters, brother, and sister-in-law sat 
together with members of my immediate family 
around a very long table. No gathering of the two fam¬ 
ilies had occurred since our wedding seven years ear¬ 
lier. And none has occurred to date. Despite my anxi¬ 
ety about the seating arrangements (which somehow 
managed to appear without our participation), the con¬ 
versation was authentic and kind. 

I thought my eyes and ears were deceiving me. 
Could this be really happening? Each of my family 
members pulling me aside to personally express their 
love and sympathy for me. My two uncles extending 
the gift of paying for our meal? My grandmother 
thanking me for allowing her infant grandchildren to 
be part of the whole experience. She explained to me 
how she had never, in her many years, experienced 
the depth of both life and death side by side. 

Ten or so of Mellon’s co-workers shared a table and 
collectively embraced her at key moments throughout 
the meal. They shared conversation about how they 
nicknamed Julia - Penelope, Mellon’s pregnancy, and 
delivery experience. Get a bunch of nurses together 
and they could talk shop forever. Yet, on this morning, 
it was more than just shop-talk. They all grew closer to 
one another, connected with Julia for life. 

The meal was over before I knew it. We were 
thanking our friends for being with us, and for their 
enormous support through these very difficult days. 
Both of our families expected that we would be invit¬ 
ing them back to our house. A house that none of 
them had seen or stepped into these past three years 
we’ve lived there (despite numerous invitations). 
Mellon and I anticipated this possibility and made a 
decision about it the night before. We decided not to 

(lower back) during leaf raking is equivalent to shov¬ 
eling snow after a heavy snow storm. 

For many of us, this yearly ritual causes aches and 
pains, especially in the lower back. In some, the pain 
just won’t go away. Leaf raking is strenuous to the 
muscles and ligaments of the lower back. All that 
twisting, pulling, and bending is especially hard on the 
spine. Spinal subluxation (misalignment of vertebra) 
often occurs in the lumbar region. Disc problems may 
also result. To diminish the odds of those undesirable 
problems, it’s important to keep your back in good 
shape. Next time, warm up before beginning your 
work. Slowly stretch and limber up the muscles in your 
back. Don’t forget your leg and arm muscles, too! 

Remember to alternate raking from the left and 
right sides to maintain proper balance of the spinal 
muscles. When loading leaves into a bag, be sure to 
bend your legs rather than your back. Keep these 
bags small when the leaves are damp and heavy. 

I Even if you are in good physical condition, shifting and 

i compression of the spinal vertebrae and discs may 
occur. 

i When the pain doesn’t go away in a reasonable

A 
series of angel Christmas cards, called Halos for 
Hope, has raised more than $100 from sales last 
Christmas. 

This year, the 19 year-old art major has designed 
four new "angels" and hopes to double her donation to 
the American Cancer Society. She has created a 
website at www.halosforhope.com to generate more 
interest. Her website explains the inspiration behind 
Halos for Hope and includes color reproductions of 
this year’s angels, as well as those from last year. 

In May of 2000, Kerry was devastated by the death 
of her aunt, who had bravely battled breast cancer for 
over seven years before succumbing at the age of 44. 
She left a loving husband and a 12 year-old daughter, 
and left Kerry with a determination to do something so 
that other families would not share a similar fate. 

Kerry’s interest in drawing angels spans many 
years. A Christmas angel that she had made for her 
parents years earlier gave her the idea that perhaps 
others would like to see her angels as Christmas 
cards. After creating three more drawings to round out 
her collection, she enlisted the help of her aunt, a 
graphic artist who scanned, reduced, and printed 
Kerry’s artwork. 

“I was surprised by the success we had last year," 
Kerry said in a recent interview. “I’m hoping to reach 
even more people this year through my website." 

Kerry credits Agawam’s Millennium Press with the 
cards’ new look on glossy cardstock. Millennium 
Press also publishes Agawam High School’s literary 
magazine, and Kerry (the former editor of the maga¬ 
zine) decided to use the local company this year.

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Twelve AHS students 
named AP Scholars 
by College Board 

Twelve students from the class of 2001 and 2002 
at Agawam High School have been named AP 
Scholars by the College Board in recognition of their 
exceptional achievement on the college-level AP 
Exams. 

Only about 13 percent of the more than 840,000 
students in 13,680 schools who took AP Exams in 
May 2001 performed at a sufficiently high level to 
merit such recognition. 

Students take AP Exams in May after completing 
challenging college-level courses at their high 
schools. The College Board recognizes several levels 
of achievement based on the number of year-long 
courses and exams (or their equivalent semester-long 
courses and exams). 

At Agawam High School, Jacqueline Legrand 
qualified for the AP Scholar with Honor Award by 
earning an average grade of at least 3.25 on all AP 
Exams taken and grades of 3 or higher on four or 
more of these exams.

Examinations with grades of 3 or higher.

Wisniewski. 

Of this year’s award recipients, six are seniors: 
Jacqueline Legrand, Matthew Couture, Alyssa

Roy. These students have at least one more year in 
which to do college-level work and possibly earn 
another AP Scholar Award.
